Atlanta, Ga., January 1, 1916. 
To His Excellency Hon. N. E. Habbis, Governor. 

SiB: In accordance with law, I have the honor and 
pleasure of respectfully submitting to you the fourth 
annual report of the Department of Qommerce and 
Labor for the term ending December 31, 1915. 

The. report embraces a resume of the progress Geor- 
gia has made industrially from the early history of the 
State to the present time; an article upon the natural 
resources of the State, including the forest timbers and 
the minerals. The latter relate especially to the Depart- 
ment of Geology, but I have thought proper to include a 
list of the minerals in order to give greater publicity to 
Georgia's natural resources and to show in a concise form 
just what this State possesses in the way of raw material. 
In addition to the above can be found statistics showing 
the amount and value of the raw material used during 
the year 1915 by the manufactures of the State, the 
amount paid wage earners, the value of the manufactured 
articles, the number of wage earners and other valuable 
information. The concluding pages are devoted to the 
publication of a list of the various industries, properly 
classified for ready reference. 

On the 12th day of September last a fire occurred in 
the quarters occupied by this department. The fire did 
considerable damage to the walls, ceiling, woodwork and 
the furniture. No records were destroyed, but a consid- 
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erable quantity of blanks and other printing was burned. 
The loss to the furniture and fixtures was placed at $519.- 
65. By authority of the Genera! Assembly this money 
was expended by me under your direction and a report 
made, which is of file in the Executive Department. 

A measure is pending before the General Assembly to 
give to this department a factory inspector. The original 
hill provided for two inspectors, but the Committee on 
Commerce and Labor in the two Houses reduced the num- 
ber to one and favorably reported the bill. I trust that 
the members of the General Assembly, in their wisdom, 
will enact this measure into law at the coming session. 

In my second annual report I called attention to the 
fact that Georgia is badly in need of a vocational school. 
This subject is now engaging the best thought of the 
educational world and I trust that the time is not far dis- 
tant when our law-makers will see the wisdom of making 
some provisions for our large army of industrial workers 
that they may be put in a position to greatly increase 
their earning capacity. 

In my third annual report I strongly stressed the im- 
portance of a compulsory educational law. By all means 
the State should enact such a measure. It would not only 
be the means of giving an education to children who are 
now growing up in ignorance, but would in a very large 
measure solve the child labor problem. 

During my incumbency of the office of Commissioner 
of Commerce and Labor I have sought in every way to 
conservatively and economically perform the duties dele- 
gated to me by the Act. In that connection it is with a 
great deal of pardonable pride that I point to the report 
on this department for the years 1914 and 1915 by the 
Audit Company of- the South. 

Permit me to take this occasion to express my appre- 
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ciation for the many acts of kindness and consideration 
shown me by your Excellency and the officials of the Ex- 
ecutive Department during the past year.

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PROGRESSIVE GEORGIA 



Eli Whitney's invention of the cotton gin in 1793 on a 
Gi«orgia plantation and at the snggestion of a Georgia 
woman, gave great impetus to the growth of cotton and 
then began a period of great prosperity in Georgia which 
lasted until the present times except when there was a 
period of depression due to wars. The war of 1812 af- 
fected every industry then in Georgia and the Civil War 
bankrupted almost every citizen of the State. The re- 
covery from the devastating eflfeets of the latter war was 
rapid, owing to Georgia's excellent climate, fertile soil, 
natural resources, healthful surroundings, energetic peo- 
ple and the intelligent direction of affairs. 

As early as 1787 William Longstreet, a resident of 
Augusta, had begun experimenting on a boat that should 
be propelled by steam. As comraunication was at that 
time difficult between the States as far apart as Geor^a 
and Pennsylvania, Longstreet probably knew nothing of 
John Fitch's steamboat built and operated in 1786, and 
of other boats of Fetch's that ran on the Delaware in 
1787-1788, when the company failed. 

If he did know anything of Fitch's work, it only cou' 
vinced him that he might succeed where Fitch had failed. 
Without financial backing he bad at last got his boat 
ready and with a few friends who were willing to risk a 
ride upon this new craft, he took his steamboat on a 
trial trip in 1806 several miles down the Savannah River 
and back to Augusta, landing amid the cheers of those 
who had ridiculed his enterprise. Robert Fulton, backed 
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by the money and influence of prominent men, had been 
also experimenting and in 1807 made a successful voyage 
in his steamboat, the Clermont, to Albany and back to 
New York City, thus proving the complete feasibility of 
navigation by steam. The news of this came to Long- 
street, just as his friends were starting to Washington 
to get a patent for his invention. He is at least entitled 
to be classed with those who made successful experiments 
in steamboat navigation. 

The opinion was prevalent that only on quiet waters 
could steam be thus used. But William Scarborough, an 
enterprising merchant of Savannah and a planter of 
large means, had a steamship built for him in New York 
and sent to him at Savannah. Securing a crew for his 
steamship, which he had named the Savannah, Scarbor- 
ough sent it forth from Savannah in 1819. This vessel 
visited Liverpool, Copenhagen and St. Petersburg, excit- 
ing everywhere wonder and admiration. 

In 1811 the first cotton factory in Georgia was built 
on Upton Creek, nine miles southeast of Washington, in 
Wilkes County. It had two stories, basement and attic 
and was built of stone quarried in the neighborhood. The 
hinges, hooka and nails were made in a neighboring 
blacksmith shop. Soon came the war of 1812 and cireum- 
stances were not favorable to new enterprises. So after 
a struggle to keep going the factory was closed. Later 
the machinery was purchased by Thomas Talbot, who 
started a small factory on his plantation to furnish cloth- 
ing for his own slaves and those of his neighbors. 

Early in Georgia the best plantations and the best 
farms had their blacksmith and carpenter shops and 
also a room equipped with one or more spinning wheels 
and others provided with one or more looms. From 
these varied domestic little manufactories various useful 
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articles were turned out. Gentlemen and ladies were fre- 
quently well versed in the use of the spinning wheels and 
looms worked by hand, and servants were trained by 
them to do this kind of work. Thus coarse cloth was 
made at home and styled homespun. From this home- 
spun clothing was made for use on the plantation. The 
blacksmith and carpenter shops kept up the needed re- 
pairs. There were many neighborhood mills for grind- 
ing corn or wheat ; also many mills to supply such lumber 
as was needed on the plantation. 

After the Indians moved west the best tracts of the 
Creek and Cherokee lands were rapidly settled, immi- 
grants pouring in from neighboring States on the east 
and even from the far northern States. At the same 
time immigrants passed across Georgia to the western 
southern States, and Georgia herself furnished her pro- 
portion to this movement. 

Two factors in Georgia's growth had by this time 
been fairly launched upon a career in which they have 
mightily aided in developing a strong, vigorous and en- 
terprising State. These factors were the textile indus- 
try and the railroads, whose forward march not even the 
great war between the States could long impede. It was 
in 1827 that Augustus S. Clayton, Thomas Moore, Asburj' 
Hull, James Johnson and W. A. Carr began the erection 
of the first successful cotton mill in Georgia, and, it is 
even claimed, south of the Potomac. It was and still is 
located at Whitehall, near Athens, and was incorporated 
as The Georgia Factory in 1828. John White became sup- 
erintendent and his descendants to this day own the mill, 
which is still doing business at the old stand under the 
name of the Georgia Manufacturing Company. The Bol- 
ton Mill in 1811 had failed, but this had been a complete 
success and hence deserves to be ranked as the pioneer of 
Georgia's textile industry. 
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When George Stephenson in England had on Septem- 
ber 27, 1825, won Mb crowning success and proved to the 
satisfaction of even the doubters that a locomotive could 
safely draw a train on rails at the rate of fifteen miles an 
hour, there was a profound sensation over the civilized 
world. The great Erie Canal in New York had been re- 
cently completed. The spirit of progress on both 
sides of the Atlantic was infectious. On December 24, 
1825, an Act of the Georgia Legislature was approved by 
the Governor, granting a charter for the eonstmction 
of a central canal or railroad starting at the Savannah 
River. A year before Ebenezer Jencks had been em- 
powered to construct a canal from Savannah to the Ogee- 
ehee River. The Act of 1825 chartered the Savannah, 
Ogeechee and Altamaha Canal and provided for the 
building of a railroad. 

The Brunswick Canal Co. was chartered on December 
26, 1826, for the purpose of connecting the Altamaha and 
Turtle Rivers. Short railroads began to be operated in 
various parts of the United States. The South Carolina 
from Charleston to Hamburg, opposite Augusta, Ga., a 
distance of 134 miles, began to be operated so far as 
constructed in 1831 and the locomotive, "Best Friend," 
built for that road- was the most successful one yet built 
in America. AVhen the South Carolina Railroad was 
completed in 1834 it was the first long distance railroad 
in the world. 

Although Georgia had made a start, as has been seen, 
in 1825, ,yet no railroad had been built. A charter was 
granted December 27, 1831, for the Georgia Railroad 
from Augusta westward. This charter was altered and 
approved December 31, 1833. A charter was granted 
December 27, 1833, for the building of the Central Rail- 
road from Savannah to Macon and on December 23rd of 
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the same year a charter was granted for the Monroe 
Railroad from Macon to Foi"syth. 

Georgia now took the lead in railroad eonstmction 
and her activity on that line and in the construction of 
textile mills soon won for her the title of the "Empire 
State of the South." The State itself took a hand in 
railroad building, and on December 21, 1836, chartered 
the Western & Atlantic Railroad, the southwestern ter- 
minus of which was located 1837 near where the Union 
Passenger Depot of Atlanta now stands. Here were to 
meet the Georgia Railroad from Augusta, extended 
through Madison, the Central from Savannah via Macon 
and Forsyth, from which latter town the Monroe Rail- 
road was to be extended northward to the selected meet- 
ing point, which until 1843 had no other name than Ter- 
minus. Other roads were soon begun to Athens, Mill- 
edgeville and Columbus. 

The name Terminus was changed in 1843 to Marthas- 
ville as a compliment to the daughter of ex-Q-ovemor 
Lumpkin, one of Georgia's most zealous railroad pro- 
moters. By this time Georgia had rapidly approached 
the completion of a railroad system, which for conveni- 
ence was surpassed by none and equaled by few in any 
of the other States. When Marthasville had reached a 
population of 500, the Georgia Legislature, believing in 
its future greatness, incorporated it as the City of At- 
lanta, December 29, 1847. Its new name had been sug- 
gested by J. Edgar Thomson, chief engineer of the Geor- 
gia Railroad, in a letter written in 1843 to Richard Peters, 
an engineer on the same road. 

In three years from the incorporation of the City of 
Atlanta, its population had increased from 500 to 2,572. 
Since it was the gateway by rail from the Northwest to 
the South Atlantic seaboard, it was also called the "Gate 
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City." By 1860 Atlanta had reached a population little 
short of 10,000, standing third among Georgia cities. 
Railroads and manufactures were the cause of this 
growth. . , ri^ 

Elourishing towns were growing up all along the line 
of the State road. Rome, situated where the junction of 
the Etowah and Oostanaula Rivers form the Coosa and 
connected by a branch road with the Western & Atlantic, 
was rapidly growing. 

The railroads were beginning as early as 1850 to carry 
to Savannah such a volume of trade, tJiat with only 
16,000 inhabitants, it was counted among the most im- 
portant commercially of American cities and was already 
threatening the supremacy of Charleston among the 
South Atlantic ports. 

Manufactures, too, were doing a great work in Geor- 
gia. They were almost as varied as they are today. There 
were foundries, machine shops, planing mills, flour and 
grist mills, brick yards, tanneries, vehicle manufactories, 
iron works, railroad repair shops, shoe manufactories, 
etc. 

The textile mills from the first successful one in 1828 
grew steadily in number, size and value of products. The 
hands employed in these mills have always been white 
people from the beginning of this industry in Georgia 
until now. Negro help has been employed for cleaning 
up and draying, but not at the spindles or the looms. 

There were twenty textile mills in Georgia in 1840, 
thirty-eight in 1850 and forty-four in 1860. During the 
decade including the war period the textile mills increased 
to eighty. There was a smaller number in 1880, being 
seventy-two, but the capital had increased fifty per cent., 
the number of spindles and looms had doubled, the cost 
of material used had increased sixty per cent, and the 
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value of products sixty-two per cent. Again in 1890 tlie 
textile mills numbered seventy-one, one less nuraerieally 
than in 1880, but some had been so much enlarged that 
the capital invested lacked but little of being three times 
as much as in 1880, the number of looms and spindles 
had more than doubled, the cost of materials had increas- 
ed from $4,184,738 to $7,998,926, and the value of prod- 
ucts from $6,721,284 to $12,375,724. 

In 1900 there were ninety-eight textile mills, the capi- 
tal had increased from $18,084,708 to $25,006,170, the 
number of spindles from 444,964 to 828,353, the number 
of looms from 10,578 to 19,901. The cost of materials 
was $12,207,425, and the value of products $20,666,712. 

In 1910 there were 145 textile mills, with a combined 
capital of $33,163,000. The spindles numbered 1,794,111 
and the looms 40,850. The cost of material was $34,364,- 
000, and the value of the products was $52,141,000. 

December 31, 1915, the number of textile mills in 
Georgia was 166, with a combined capital of $48,849,232.- 
73. The number of spindles was 2,248,310, and of looms, 
43,864. There were also 3,966 knitting macliines and 457 
sewing machines. The cost of material was above $34,- 
917,576.48, and the value of i>roduets $70,241,920.81. The 
totals for Georgia's manufactures in 1860 were 1,890 es- 
tablishments, with a combined capital of $10,890,875. The 
cost of material $9,986,532. The hands employed were 
9,511 males and 2,064 females, a total of 11,575. The 
annual cost of labor was $2,925,564. 

Of the $10,890,875 invested in all the manufactures, 
$2,368,603 were invested in textile mills, which paid $1,- 
726,850 for material and turned out products worth $2,- 
835,627. 

There were in addition to the above mentioned manu- 
factures, articles of common use manufactured on the 
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farms to the value of $1,431,413. The articles manufac- 
tured at home in Georgia and in several other southern 
States largely exceeded in value those reported in the 
great manufacturing States of the North. In Georgia 
the counties that had manufacturing establishments 
showed the smallest values for articles made at home. 
In the cities, towns and villages the sound of hammer and 
saw and trowel wielded by white men was heard, as now, 
and white labor was mainly the kind employed in foun- 
dries, machine and repair shops, planing mills and textile 
mills. 

Labor was nowhere more highly respected than in the 
South, and the door of opportunity stood as wide open 
for the poor man as in any part of the Union. The best 
proof of the truth of this statement is found in the num- 
ber of poor boys who became leaders in church and 
State, in every kind of business and in the learned pro- 



The population of Georgia had steadily increased. In 
1820 the total population was 340,&85, including 149,656 
negro slaves. In 1830 the total was 516,823, including

in 1840 total 691,392, including 
in 1850 total 906,185, including 
in 1860 total 1,057,286, including 
462,198 negro slaves. The number of free negroes was 
never above 3,500. Of Georgia's white inhabitants only 
41,084 were slave owners. If we estimate each of these 
slave owners as the head of a family and take five as the 
average number of persons to a family, we will have 
205,420 white pei-sons interested in slavery and 386,180 
white persons in Georgia having no monetary connection 
with that institntion. 

But of the 41,084 slave owners 6,713 owned but one 
each, 4,355 owned two, 3,482 owned three, 2,984 owned 
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four, 2,543 owned five, 2,213 owned six, 1,839 owned seven, 
1,647 owned eight, 1,415 owned nine. Thus 27,191 owned 
from one to nine slaves. We find 4,707 owned between 
ten and fourteen, 2,823 between fifteen and nineteen, 
diminishing in thfe number of slaves owned until we find 
only 181 that had from one hundred to one hundred and 
ninety-nine slaves. Only seven owned 300 and under 500 
and only one owned 500 and under 1,000. Thus we see 
that a large proportion of the slave owners had but a 
small pecuniary interest in slavery, while others were 
very wealthy in that kind of property. The small slave 
owners were not all planters, but represented every kind 
of business. 

The forty-four textile mills of 1860 have increased to 
166 in 1915, the 86,666 spindles to 2,248,310 and the 2,061 
looms to 43,864. The knitting mills, of which there were 
none in 1860, have now 457 sewing machines and 3,966 
knitting machines. 

The cost of material used in textile mills in 1860 was 
$1,726,850 and in 1915 it was $34,917,639.48. The value 
of manufactured products of textile mills in 1860 was 
$2,835,627, and in 1915 it is $70,241,926. 

The number of all Georgia's manufacturing plants in 
1860 was 1,890 and the value of their products was $16,- 
925,564. 

In 1912 the number of establishments had increased 
to 5,175 {omitting small manufactories), and the value of 
products had increased to $239,378,649. 

The 11,575 people employed in all manufactories in 
1860 had increased to 118,000 in 1910, and probably 145,- 
000 in 1915. 

Georgia reported no cotton oil mills nor fertilizer 
factories in 1860. But in 1915 she had 180 cotton oil 
mills with capital and investment of $14,120,000, and 
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mannfactiiTed products to the valne of $28,149,598; also 
260 fertilizer plants with capita! and investment of $41,- 
200,000, and manufactured products to the value of $20,- 
950,680. 

The capital invested in all Georgia manufactures in 
1860 was $10,890,875, as compared with $202,778,000 in 
1910. Today the capital thus invested closely approxi- 
mates $250,000,000. 

The 735,000 Georgians engaged in agriculture, the 
145,000 devoting their attention to manufactures and 
mechanical industries, the 46,000 employed in transporta- 
tion, the 62,000 pursuing commerce and trade and. the 
212,000 engaged in public, professional, domestic and 
personal service make a grand aggregate of 1,200,000, or 
nearly half of our 2,700,000 inhabitants, engaged in use- 
ful occupations. 

Oar schools, colleges and universities, steadily im- 
proving in numbers and equipment, provide for the intel- 
lectual training of our young people, and the thriving 
churches of every denomination minister to our spiritual 
wants. With all this, car 8,000 miles of railroads, steam 
and electric, our navigable rivers providing steamboat 
navigation, our miles of seaeoaat promoting a great coast- 
wise and foreign trade, our good roads for traffic of all 
kinds, our telegraph and telephone lines with more than 
100,000 miles of wire supplementing our postal routes 
and rural free deliveries, our banks so helpful in the 
transactions of every kind of business, all combine to 
give Georgians every advantage possessed by the most 
highly favored people of the most highly favored lands 
of the earth. 
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Georgia's Pbooress Since 1860. 

In the introduction to the United States census volume 
for manufactures in 1860 there is the following state- 
ment: 

"Of the southern States, Georgia was the largest 
manufacturer of cotton goods, having thirty-three estab- 
lishments, with a capital amounting to $2,126,103, and 
mounting 85,186 spindles and 2,041 looms." These con- 
cerns employed 2,813 hands, the product of whose labor 
was $2,371,207, an increase of 69.97 per cent, upon the re- 
turns of 1850. Only three other States, Virginia, North 
Carolina and Alabama, exceeded one million in the value 
of cotton goods, the ratio of increase in the first two 
being small (two or three per cent.), and in the latter 
equal to 160.96 per cent. In that same year Georgia was 
credited with eleven woolen mills, with 1,480 spindles, 20 
looms and 30 sets of cards, with capital amounting to 
$242,500 and having a total of 383 hands employed, the 
product of whose labor was valued at $464,420. 

Some of the other leading manufactories of Georgia 
in 1860 were: Of carriages, 118 establishments with cap- 
ital of $370,035, employing 691 hands, the product of 
whose labor was $595,331 ; of wagons and carts, 93 estab- 
lishments with capital of $76,707, employing 223 hands 
with products valued at $139,797; of flour and grist mills, 
378 establishments with capital of $1,599,515, employing 
620 hands and with products worth $4,550,007 ; of leather 
137 estahlishments, with capital of $329,048, employing 
337 hands with products worth $442,451. 

The list of iron manufactures was distributed as fol- 
lows: Bar and railroad iron, 2 establishments, with cap- 
ital of $102,200, with 104 hands and products worth $139,- 
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630; iron eastings, 6 establishments, with capital of $102,- 
100, with 74 hands and products worth $139,650; pig iron, 
2 establishments, with capital of $30,000, with 60 hands 
and products worth $31,500; total, ten establishments, 
with capital of $234,300, with 238 hands and products 
worth $310,780. There was one copper smelting estab- 
lishment with capital of $300,000, employing 60 hands and 
products worth $42,000. There were 24 establishments 
making tin, copper and sheet iron ware, with capital of 
$66,200, employing 108 hands, with products worth $126,- 
639. 

There were 12 establishments making cotton gins 
with capital of $88,000, employing 171 hands and with 
products worth $263,710. There were 22 establishments 
making steam engines with capital of $1,213,400, employ- 
ing 661 hands, with products worth $735,053. There was 
one milt making rice flour, with a capital of $115,000, em- 
ploying 96 hands, and with products worth $772,200; 
there were 410 mills sawing lumber with a capital of $1,- 
639,217, employing 1,871 bands and with products worth 
$2,412,096. Forty-one furniture establishments with cap- 
ital of $158,616, employing 307 hands, turned out prod- 
ucts worth $328,421. Thirty-five saddlery and harness 
establishments with a capital of $59,110, employed 101 
hands and turned out products worth $116,818, while 
eight sash, door and blind factories having a capital of 
$91,450, employed 97 hands, whose labor turned out prod- 
ucts worth $1K2,400. Twenty-one newspaper and job 
printing establishments with a capital of $181,250 era- 
ployed 186 hands with products worth $267,974. Four 
mills for making printing paper had a capital of $171,000, 
employed 78 hands and turned out material worth $164,- 
300. There were many other manufactories of useful 
articles.

The total number of manufacturing establishments in 
Georgia in 1860 was 1,890, with capital of $10,890,875, 
employing 11,575 hands and turning out products worth 
$16,925,564. In addition to these manufactures there was 
on the farms and plantations of Georgia, as in the other 
southern States, a more general prevalence of household 
manufactures and of family looms than in the manufac- 
turing States of the North and Northwest. 

Nearly every planter had a small carpenter and black- 
smith shop on his place and in the family was woven 
the cloth worn by masters and slaves for every day use. 
The value of all domestic or homemade manufactures in 
Georgia was $1,431,413, making a total of all manufac- 
tured material to the value of $18,356,977. 

There were on December 31, 1915, 166 testUe mills in 
Georgia having a capital stock of $45,849,232. The value 
of raw material used in 1915 was $^4,917,576.48, and the 
combined value of products was $70,241,926.81. There 
were on December 31, 1915, in these textile mills 2,248,- 
310 spindles of which 2,217,494 were active at that date. 
Of these spindles 11,610 consumed cotton mixed with 
other fibres. There were no knitting mills used in 1860, 
hut of knitting mills in 1915 there were 24, with 3,966 
knitting machines and 391 sewing machines. There were 
also in the cotton mills 66 sewing machines. 

There are in the cotton and woolen mills 43,864 looms, 
The number of employees in the cotton, woolen and knit- 
ting mills is above 37,000. All the spinners and weavers 
have always been white. 

Two of Georgia's great manufacturing industries are 
of post-bellum date, viz.: the cotton oil mills and fer- 
tilizer factories. There was one cotton oil mill in Georgia 
in 1880, According to the reports to December 31, 1915, 
they number 180 establishments with capital and invest-

ment of $14,120,000, and turn out manufactured products 
worth $28,149,598. Employees number 3,800. The fer- 
tilizer factories and mixing plants on the same date num- 
bered 260 establishments with capital and investment of 
$41,200,000, and products to the value of $20,950,680. 
The employees number 7,500. 

The foundry, machine and general repair shops in 
Georgia for the year ending December 31, 1915, aud in- 
cluding work in iron, steel, brass, copper and tin, were 
185 establishments with capital of $10,410,488, value of 
raw material to the amount of $3,083,000, and turning 
out manufactured products worth $6,203,106. The em- 
ployees number 5,000, of whom 56 per cent, are white. 
In 1860 there were 69 such establishments with combined 
capital of $1,901,900 and products valued at $1,478,182. 

The establishments that manufacture brick, tile, sewer 
piping and clay number 130 with capital of $3,951,891, 
and manufactured products worth $1,571,700. The em- 
ployees number approximately 2,650. 

The marble and granite quarries and marble yards 
number 105 establishments with capital of $3,150,000, to- 
tal expenses of $2,085,944 and manufactured products 
worth $2,380,000. The employees number 3,000, of whom 
more than 50 per cent, are white. 

The establishments turning out buggies, carriages and 
wagons reporting in 1915 were 60, with capital of $3,- 
000,000, using raw material to the value of $1,346,000, 
with finished product valued at $2,200,000. 

In the United States census reports for 1860 there 
were 211 such establishments with capital of $446,742, 
and finished products worth $776,128. Here there is 
shown for 1915 as compared with 1860 a great falling off 
in the number of establishments, but a large increase in 
the capital invested and the value of products. 
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There were in Georgia in 1915 of tanners and dealers 
in leather goods 37 establishments with capital of $2,- 
565,000 and products valued at $2,500,000, as compared 
with 137 establishmeot in 1860 having a capital of $329,- 
048 and turning out products worth $422,451. Thus in 
1915 establishments barely one-third in number of those 
in 1860 have a capital seven times as large with a value 
of products nearly six fold that of 1860. 

The flour and grist mills reported in 1860 were 378 
with capital of $1,599,155 and products valued at $4,J5t),- 
007. The census of 1910 reported 105 such establish- 
ments with capital of $2,749,465, and products valued at 
$7,999,912. In 1915 the merchant and neighborhood mills 
numbered 195 with capital of $2,900,000 and products 
worth $8,350,000. 

The 21 newspaper and job printing establishments of 
1860 with capital of $181,250, and products valued at 
$267,974, had increased by 1912 to 450 establishments, 
with capital of $4,817,000 and products worth $8,445,572. 
As compared with 1,890 establishments, with capital of 
$10,890,875, employing 11,575 hands and turning out 
products worth $16,925,564 in 1860, increased by adding 
home manufactures to $18,356,977, the Georgia of 1915 
could show 4,800 establishments with capital of above 
$230,000,000, with employees numbering 145,000 and fin- 
ished products worth $235,000,000. 

Yet by a careful perusal of this article it will be seen 
that Georgia had, with the exception of later inventions, 
nearly every variety of manufacture in 1860 as in 1915. 
In a few instances the number of establishments in cer- 
tain lines was greater in 1860 than in 1915, but in each 
of these cases there has been a great increase in capital 
invested, and the number of hands employed. , 
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Supply and Distbibution op Cotton. 

Under the above heading in bulletin 131 issued Sep- 
tember 21, 1915, by the United States Department of 
Commerce, are found some very interesting facts. Let 
it be noted that the United States census says nothing 
of twisters, also known as twister spindles. It mentions 
only ring and mule spindles, which are the producing 
spindles. The term "cotton spindle" does not include 
those which consume a mixture of cotton and other fibres. 

In the total number of cotton spindles Massachusetts 
exceeds any other State, having 10,914,087. South Caro- 
lina ranks second with 4,710,826; North Carolina ranks 
third with 3,915,842; Rhode Island fourth with 2,507,644; 
. Georgia fifth with 2,178,573. New Hampshire comes 
sixth, Connecticut seventh, Maine eighth and Alabama 
ninth. No other States reported as many as a million 
spindles. The active cotton spindles in the five States 
leading in the textile industry are: In Massachusetts 10,- 
635,001; in South Carolina 4,683,578; in North Carolina 
3,823,298; in Rhode Island 2,473,132, and in Georgia 2,- 
148,133. 

The States showing the largest net gain in the number 
of spindles during the year were North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Alabama, Georgia and Virginia in the order 
named. 

In the consumption of cotton Massachusetts leads 
with 1,282,937 bales. Next comes North Carolina with 
910,154 bales; then South Carolina with 811,564 bales and 
Georgia with 659,853 bales. It is somewhat remarkable 
that Rhode Island with 2,473,132 active spindles con- 
sumed only 248,242 bales, while Georgia with 2,148,133 
active spindles consumed 659,863 bales. 

The largest actual increase in the annual consumption 
of cotton from 1911 to 1915 is in the cotton-growing 
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states. The consnmption during that period increased 
as follows:. In North Carolina 31.4 per cent.; in South 
Carolina, 32,1 per cent. ; in Georgia, 38.9 per cent. Geor- 
gia has, besides her cotton spindles, 11,610 spindles con- 
suming cotton mixed with other fibres; North Carolina 
7,484; South Carolina 1,980 and Rhode Island 1,440. 

"The History of Georgia from its Earliest Settlement 
to the Present Time," written by T. S. Arthur and W. H. 
Carpenter, was published in 1852. At that time gold was 
considered one of Georgia's important assets and agri- 
culture was even more than now regarded as the chief 
employment of its people. On pages 329 and 330 of this 
little volimie we find these statements : 

"But the future prosperity of Georgia is not so much 
assured by the production of her gold-bearing regions, 
or the operations of her industrious agriculturists, as by 
her wise and well-regulated system of railroads, and the 
admirable provision by which she has of late years en- 
couraged manufactures generally, and in an especial 
manner those for the fabrication of cotton cloths, a 
branch of business for which the State is admirably 
adapted, from her immense facilities in the way of water- 
power. Already there are railroads stretching from 
Savannah to the Tennessee line with branch roads, either 
finished or in contemplation, to Augusta, Athens, Atlanta, 
Macon and Columbus; and in various positions of the 
State admitting of such a purpose, cotton mills have been 
for a long time in successful operation. These facilities 
for the transportation of staple production joined to the 
creation of a home market, will gradually tend more and 
more to develop the latent resources of Georgia, and 
place the industrial position of the State upon a firm and 
indestructible basis." 

Georgia stood then at the head of the South in rail- 
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road building, as she does still, and was far ahead in tex- 
tile manufactures, in fact, was in these the pioneer of the 
South. The only reason that two southern States, North 
and South Carolina have passed her in the textile indus- 
tries is, that a very much larger proportion of Georgia ';< 
capital has been turned to fertilizer factories and cotton 
oil mills than in the States named. 

These two great industries are important adjuncts of 
the cotton business and are as essential to the business 
of Georgia as are the textile mills.

rapidlv growing towns and a thrifty rural population Georgia which 
before the stripping of this section of its magnificent forests of long 
leaf pme ranked first in the production of lumber and naval stores has 
enough left to rank as second in these resources while lastlv mcreas 
ing her wealth in prosperous farms 

The pine an 1 palmetto flats around Okefinokee Swamp furnish large 
quantities of long leaf pine cypress ind saw j almetto These are found 
also along the creek bottom and hammock lands together with black 
gum tupeto titi and maple all over South Georgia Throughout the 
coast region are found magnificent live oaks red cedar hickory sassa 
fraa cabbage palmetto and blue palmetto 

Georgia is divided into three main geological areas the Palaeozoic 
the Orvstalline and the Coastal Plain region The PalaeoKOie division m 
which are represented Cambrian S lunan Devonian and Carboniferous 
formations, embraces the counties of Dade, Walker, Catoosa, Whitfielil, 
Chattooga, Floyd and the larger portions of Murray, Gordon, Bartow and 
Polk. In this region of parallel mountain ridges and valleys are found 
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valuable deposits of coal, iron, maoganeBe, roofing slate and bauxite, white 
abalea, sandstone, HmestoDe, quartzltea and eherts abound. 

The Cryatalline area embraces those parts of the State not in the Pala- 
BOEOic area that were north of a line drawn northeaflt to southwest 
through Augusta, Mil 1 edge vi lie, Macon and ColumbuB. In this area are 
found granites, gneisses, and schists, while on the border of the Pala- 
eozoic sloA Crystallioe areas are found the marbles for whieb Georgia 
is famous throughout the Union. This marble belt traverses Fannin, 
Gilmer, Pickens and Cherokee Counties. Marble in smailer quantities is 
found in other counties not in this main belt. In this same Crystalline 
area granite and gneiss abound and in several portions corundum is 
found in considerable quantities. 

There are also in this section four gold belts. The first runs through 
Kabun, Habersham, White, Lumpkin, Dawson, Forsyth, Cherokee, Cobb, 
Bartow, Paulding and Haralson Counties. The second belt traverses 
Babun, Habersham, Hail, Gwinnett, Forsyth, Milton, DeKalb and Pulton 
(j'ounties. The third gold belt runs through Lincoln, Columbia, McDuffie 
and Warren Counties, in the southwest part of the Crystalline area. 
There are also some scattering deposits of gold in Towns, Union, Gilmer, 
Fannin and Meriwether Counties. 

The coal fields of Georgia are mostly in Dade and Walker Counties in 
the Palaeozoic area. Coal is found in other counties of North Georgia. 
The iron ores are also in the Palaeozoic area. The brown ores are found 
in Bartow, Polk and Floyd Counties and the red ores in Walker and 
Chattooga Counties There are large quantities of bauxite or aluminum 
in Georgia The most extensile are in Floyd and Bartow Counties but 
this mineral is also found m Polk W alker < hatto ga and in some 
Middle and South Georgia counties 

Deposits of corundum occur in Babun Towns Union Habersham 
(. arroll and Heard Counties Near the Carolina line in Bal'un County 
on Laurel Creek is the largest corundum mine in Georgia, and one of 
the most noted in the United States 

Graphite abounds near the town of Emerson in Bartow Countj and 
IS found m other counties Of other mmeraU pyrite is found in Lump 
kin County copper in Murray and Fannin talc m Murrav Fannin and 
Cherokee mica m Union and Fannin and barite in Bartow Mica in

The numerous streams of Georgia furnish wj.tor power in larymg 
quantities from the little cascade that runs the small mill to the great 
shoals and falls of 40 000 and more horre power that run cotton fac 
tones and flour and grist mills or transmit electric force for one bun 
dred miles or more to moie the machinery of many manufacturing 
plants or run electric cars on c,it\ streets and interurban lines With 
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the exception of a few notable caaes the largest water powers of Geor- 
gia are on or ju«t above the souUierii fall line running from northeast 
to southwest through Augusta, Milledgeville, Macon and Columbus, 
where the streams pass over from the hard rocks of the Crystalline area 
to the softer formations of the Coastal Plain, or on the northwestern fall 
line formed hy the contact of the Palaeozoic and Crystalline areas pass- 
ing through Polk, Bartow, Oordon and Murray Counties. Other small 
water powers are found on many streams at various points throughout 
the State.

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THE BAUBOO AND ITS U^S. 

The bftmboo, like tbe eommon reed, corn or iugsa cane, is a member 

of the gmss famil;. In fact the bamboo U a giant grass. It reaches 
its greatest perfection of growth in tropical and aub-tropieal regions 
and is found in both the aantern and western hemiapheres, at -elevations 
ranging from sea-level to 12,000 feet above in the Himalajaa and 15,000 
feet above in the Andes. In tbe lowlands of the tropics it grows to a 
height of 70 and Bometimes 100 feet and its trunk is a foot in diameter 
and in rare cases three feet. The common bamboo of the West Indies 
is supposed to have been introduced from the li]ast Indies. Tbe exten- 
sive canebrakea of the southern States, close kin to tbe bamboo, are 
native to that section. In the coast counties of Georgia there oecur 
species of the teal bamboo, notablj a bamboo grove in Chatham Conntj' 
not far from Savannah. In England and the United States some species 
of the bamboo are used in landscape gardening. 

The bamboo of the Georgia coast could be made a source of wealth. 
The stems are jointed like those of other grasses and are very hard, . 
more so than the eommon reed or cane. The external covering o£ the 
stem is so hard, that it strikes fire when struck with a hatchet. The 
stems, though hard, are light and elastic and are hollow, containing a 
light, spongy pith, except at the joints or nodes, where they are divided 
by strong partitions. When these partitions are hollowed out, the large 
stems or trunks can be used as water pipes. In the East Indies they 
are used for building houses and bridges. If the stems or trunks are 
cut into sections leaving one partition in each section intact, these 
sections can be made into water buckets. Split bamboo is extensively 
used for weaving into nets, hats and umbrellas, and also made into 
fishing rods. Some of the smaller stems are made into walking sticks 
and some into flutes and clarinets. The stems of the difFerent varieties 
vary much in the thickness of the woody part and in their adaptation 
to different purposes. 

In China tbe leaf sheaths and some portions of the stems are used 
for making paper. The Chinese use the leaves of some species for mak- 
ing thatch for the roofs of houses and from the long stems or trunks 
boards can be made for ceilings and sides of houses. From the leaves 
hats are also made. From the nodes or joints issues a saccharine juice 
called by the ancient Greeks Indian honey. The same name was doubt- 
less given to the juice of the sugar cane. Young shoots of some species 
of tbe bamboo are eaten like asparagus or are pickled in vinegar, and 
the seeds of some are used as rice and for making a kind of beer. 

UA£Sa OBASa AND THE BANANA. 

Enterprising parties are engaged in building at St. Marys on the 
Qeorgia coast a mill for the manufacture of paper from the marsh grass 
so common all through that section of the State and from the fiber of 
the banana stalke growing in that section. The banana which is planted 
for its fiber produces seed, differing in this respect from the fruit-pro- 
ducing banana, which is seedless. Paper of excellent quality has al- 
ready been manufactured from the marsh grass and banana fiber. Thete 
is abundance of tbe raw material for enterprises of this sort to be had 
all along the lower part of the Georgia coast. When every kind of raw 
material found in Georgia has been put to the use for which it is adapted, 
it will be found that the "Empire State of the South" is one of the 
greatest wealth-producing States of our great Hepublic.
